As re- 
porters stood around him await- 
ing a statement, Mayor Slothow- 
er finally composed himself and 
•aid, "You'll excuse me, I know. 
This is a pretty big honor for me. 
Not so much for being elected 
mayor—although it's an honor to 
b« the mayor of a city—but to 
know of the trust the people 
placed in me." 


Th« mayor is entering his sev- 


enth term in city office—his fifth. 
as mayor. Perhaps nowhere in his 
political career had he faced such 
a dramatic run-off. He joined the 
hundreds at The Evening Tele 
graph office last night waiting for 
the second shoe to fall—the results 
to come in from the vital First 
precinct. Then he hustled off to a 
city council session where he leant' 
•d of the final results. 


But there was the canvass in 


the- morning, an element that 
might swing the tide. Also there 
wa« the prospect of a recount, 
* word that passed around last 
night's gathering like a cyclone.

smiling, philosophical and seem- 
ingly light-hearted. He admitted 
that some of his supporters were 
asking for a recount. But he said 
that he had told them that "I 
won't have any part of it."

To construct the high school. Yes 


835. No. 656. 


To construct a grade school on a 


site on South Pleasant Street. Yes 
854. No 647. 


To divert S265,000 from a. 1947 


bond issue to use in building the 
grade school. Yes 853. No 645. 


To divert $35,000 from the 1947 


bond issue for use in building the 
high school. Yes 893. No 601. 


The total vote was 1,561. 
The board of education today ex- 


pressed its thanks to the district's 
Educational Council "and all oth- 
ers v/ho worked for passage of the 
program." 


The board based plans for the 


construction on a survey which in- 
dicated an enrollment increase of 
almost 200 high-school students be- 
tween now and 1960 and an in- 
crease in elementary enrollment 
also.

Cited in Defense 
Dept. Statement 


WASHINGTON IB—The Defense 


Department announced today that 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford and Asst. 
Secretary of State Walter Robert- 
son are flying to Formosa imme- 
diately "in view of the tense situ- 
ation which continues in the area." 


The Pentagon statement said the 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the State Department's 
Asian expert will consult with offi- 
cials of the Nationalist govern- 
ment. 


The talks will be carried out 


under the terms of the Mutual Aid 
Treaty with Formosa. 


The first consultation under the 


treaty was held March 3 when 
Secretary of State Dulles went to 
Taipei with Adm. Robert B. Car- 
ney, chief of naval operations. 


Changes Plans 


Pentagon aides said that Rad- 


ford hail been scheduled to go to 
Europe in a few days-to take part 
in a command exercise organized 
by supreme headquarters of the 
North Atlantic Treaty 
Organiza- 


tion (NATO) powers. 


These officials said, however, 


that the situation in the Far East 
prompted President 
Eisenhower 


and the State Department to can- 
cel Radford's trip to Europe. 


Robertson and Radford will stop 


in Honolulu, where they will con- 
fer with Adm. Felix B. Stump, the 
Navy's 
Pacific 
commander in 


chief,- before proceeding to For- 
mosa. They are due in i'aipei 
about noon Sunday, April 24. 


The Pentagon said U. S. officials 


can be expected to have penodic 
conferences with Nationalist China 
under terms of the treaty "so long 
as the Chinese Communists indi- 
cate by deeds and words their pur- 
pose to take Formosa by force." 


Secretary of State Dulles, after 


conferring with Eisenhower in Au- 
gusta. Ga., last week, told report- 
ers there had been recent new 
evidence 
of 
extended 
military 


buildups by the Communists in the 
mainland areas opposite Formosa. 


Dulles was questioned on this 


point before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Tuesday in 
a closed session.

Slothower defeated Vaile, 2,388 to 


2,374, according to the official can- 
vass. Slothower also lost 22 votes 
due to defective ballots while Vaile 
lost 11 votes.

Gearhart and Paul Potts were 
elected commissioners and Law- 
rence E. Boos was elected police 
magistrate.

Slothower then led by 34 
votes with only the big First pre- 
cinct left to report. 


The stage was then set for a 


dramatic finish as the First pre- 
cinct poll workers tabulated the 
nearly 1,000 votes behind locked 
doors. 


The hoard of onlookers and candi- 


dates who jammed the" Evening 
Telegraph building and newsroom 
while watching the tabulations roll 
m waited patiently for a short 
eternity until the vote was counted. 


The endless ringing of the phone 


kept the tension high as the crowd 
waited. Finally, at approximately 
S:10 
p.m., the big news came. 


Vaile won the precinct by 20 votes 
— Siothower's narrow margin had 
weathered the storm. 


Tne race was over, the winning 


14 votes looked bigger than the 
total vote of nearly 5,000. The ten- 
sion slowly diminished and the 
crowd started for the exits. 


The race for commissioner was 


quite different. It was almost ob- 
vious after the First precincts re- 
ported that the four top primary 
vote-getters would win, the only 
question being, in what order?

You might ask Elmer Hayes, 


Kings, how much importance he 
places good management in rais- 
ing his pigs. We ordinarily think of 
Elmer as a beef cattle feeder; 
however, he is doing a good job 
of cutting baby pig losses also. 
And according to him. manage- 
ment is the most important point 
in cutting baby pig losses and in- 
creasing our efficiency with hogs. 


The first week is the most im- 


portant time in a baby pigs life. 
If you don't want one out of every 
four of your pigs to die. keep a 
close check on your hogs shortly 
before farrowing and after the pigs 
are born. 


First place you start is with the 


sow herself. Get her cleaned up 
before farrowing time and move 
her into clean farrowing quarters 
so that she can get used to this 
new place. Provide a clean, dry, 
warm place for the sow to farrow. 
Try to be \fiih the sow when she 
has her pigs. Help her out if she 
needs it and make sure the pigs 
are dry and comfortable. See that 
See that they all start nursing. 
Little pigs are easily crushed and 
killed by the mother so you may 
want to use a forrowing stall. If 
you don't use a farrowing stall, at 
least you will want guard rails 
around the pen and a head lamp 
has saved many a pig. Watch the 
pigs1 closely for the first few days 


make sure they are getting enough 
to eat and be on the lookout for 
diseases. 


If there has been any out- 


breaks of erysipelas in your herd 
or

should plan to vaccinate your 
spring pigs. Erysipelas Is becom- 
ing more of a threat to hog 
production every year.

Results of soil testing during the 


last couple weeks give the best 
argument for having a soil test 
made before you buy fertilizer. The 
results of the potash test is vary- 
ing from 40 to 305 pounds per 
acre. Phosphate test from very 
low to very high. 
That simply 


means that we do not give clear- 
cut idea of what a particular soil 
needs in the way of fertilizer with- 
out a test. 


If you put on more than you nted 


you are wasting your money. If 
you do not put on enough, then 
your crops won't be able to use the 
other elements in the soil. Your 
soil will produce yields only to the 
extent that it has enough plant 
food to supply the crops. 


If one element is short, no 


matter how much of the others 
are available the crop will be 
short. A soil test is the only way 
you can tell what your soil needs. 
It will save you money or en- 
able you to get more, for your 
money. 
Plan your soil test program as 


you would your cropping system. 
You should be taking soil samples 
now for next year's crops. In that 
way you will be assured of having 
the test results and recommenda- 
tions in plenty of time that you 
may purchase your plant food 
when it is the most economical.

should. It is customary, however, to wait until completion 
of an inquiry before announcing findings. The Chinese Reds 
didn't even wait for the sketchiest preliminary report before 
jumping on the "sabotage" theme. 


Even India's Prime Minister Nehru, whose search for a 


neutral course often leads him down some strange byways, 
declared that the crash in the South China Sea had some 
"very unusual features." 
This is pure, unfounded guess- 


work, since he could not have known any significant details 
when he made the comment. 
The government at Hong Kong, the plane's last stop, 


said the Air India craft was under heavy guard during its 
one-hour pause, and that fuel and baggage loading were han- 
dled by the Communists and the Indian crew. No one else 
went aboard and no item of cargo was taken on that was not 
'checked by the Reds and the crew.

Therefore the chances of sabotage by anybody would 


seem verv remote. A moment's thought would convince any 
sensible person that sabotaging part of the Chinese delega- 
tion to" Bandung is no way to win a propaganda war, anyway. 
The Red charges presume vast stupidity on America's part. 


In truth it is the Communists who are being stupid. The 


Moscow-Peiping- axis has heard for years that Communists 
make wonderful propaganda, that they can't be matched. 
Evidently they believe it. Evidently they think they can 
toss out any weird tale and it will score somewhere among the 
world's gullible millions. 


There are signs, too, that in the particular case of the 


Afro-Asian meeting- at Bandung they are frantic to register 
a propaganda triumph. In their peculiar world they imagine 
their far-fetched version of the plane crash will help. 


They should take a lesson from the -recent Communist 


experiences in far-off Italy. Ever since the war, northern 
Italy, especially cities like Milan and Livorno, has been a 
Communist stronghold. But respected correspondents have 
found the Red tide ebbing where it should be strongest.

The Communists have suffered losses in factory union 


elections. Many other e\ndences of diminishing power can 
be found. The observers report that large numbers of Ital- 
ians who once were Re4 supporters have grown weary and 
disillusioned with Communist tactics. 
Endless political 


strikes, hosts of unfilled promises and senseless propaganda 
have contributed, to this attitude. 


This is a big story. It is a proof that the Red magic is 


not perpetually effective even where it seems to "have fast- 
ened its greatest grin. It shows that peoples not trapped be- 
hind the Iron and Bamboo Curtains can in time detect the 
sham of communism and turn from it. 


Excesses like the frenzied plane sabotage charge might 


help a lot of Asians and^fricans to see the sham before they 
ever think seriously of embracing it.

"So much is said about coronary 


thrombosis and hardening of the 
arteries." writes Mrs. L., "but no 
one ever writes about congestive 
heart failure. I should like to know 
more about this." 


Congestive heart failure is ap- 


plied to a condition in which the 
heart fails to pump enough blood 
fast enough through the system. 
The "first sign of this failure on the 
part of the heart is usually short- 
ness of breath following exertion or 
exercise which formerly did not 
cause such heavy breathing. If the 
heart condition gets worse, it is 
followed by accumulation of some 
fluid in the lungs, often accom- 
panied by cough and by the ap- 
pearance of dropsical fluid or ede- 
ma, usually in the feet and ankles, 
and sometimes in other parts of the 
body. 


CONGESTIVE HEART failure is 


not itself a particular kind of heart 
disease. It can result, in fact, 
from any serious disease which at- 
ta.cks the heart, such as rheumatic 
fever, coronary thrombosis, or con- 
genital heart disease. This does not 
mean to say that all of those af- 
flicted with heart disease eventual- 
ly develop congestive heart failure 
because many do not. 


What happens in congestive heart 


failure is quite complicated. It is 
now believed that the trouble is 
perhaps not only in the pumping 
action of the heart itself, but also 


in the gradual increase in back 
pressure of the blood against the 
heart so that the heart has to work 
harder. Furthermore, it is asso- 
ciated "with some lessening of the 
filtering power of the' kidneys, 
increase in the amount of sodium 
in the blood, and increase in the 
amount of blood in the system. 
Also, of course, more water is kept 
m the system than should be, 
largely as a result of the failure 
of the kidneys to excrete as much 
water and sodium, as they normal- 
Iv should. 
'THE TREATMENT OF conges- 
tive heart failure must therefor* 
be conducted along several lines. 
It is desirable to know what kind 
of heart disease was originally 
responsible. It is also important to 
find out the degree of congestive 
heart failure, that is. how serious 
the heart failure may be. From 
here on the physician often employs 
methods aimed at increasing the 
pumping power of the heart, at les- 
sening the back pressure against 
the heart and at increasing the 
elimination of water and sodium 
through the kidneys. 


MANY METHODS ARE used to 


accomplish these results, and while 
congestive heart failure must al- 
ways be looked on as a senous 
condition, physicians are frequently 
able to do much for sufferers from 
this dondition and thus prolong life 
and add greatly to the patient's 
comfort.

The bill is sought by Gov. Strat- 


ton to purchase enough vaccine for 
free distribution to 250 000 Illinois 
children not eligible for free shots 
under the national program. It is 
designed as an emergency to make 
vaccine available before the onset 
of the 1955 polio season. 


Murphy first tried to raise the 


appropriation to 32 million dollars, 
saying that the bill provides for 
vaccination of all residents of Illi-

Smelt fishing is great sport, fish- 


ermen are only allowed dipnets, 
and lanterns, kettles, dish pans, 
pots, milk cans, washtubs, paper 
cartons, potato bags, or any kind 
of a container that will hold fish. 


The annual run of SMELTS is on 


in Michigan. 
Best time to dip 


smelts is at night. The smelt come 
in from Lake Huron and Michigan 
and go up stream into creeks; and 
rivers to spawn in shallow water. 
Years previous to 1955 the smelt 
fishermen were allowed to take the 
fish in any way possible, but this 
year the Michigan Conservation 
Department, has ruled, the fish 
can only be dipped with a dip net, 
not over 15 inches in diameter. 


The fishermen are composed of 


all ages of men and women, boys 
and girls. No license is necessary 
for Michigan residents. As the 
temperatures of the waters in the 


degrees, more and more fish coma 
in from the lakes. Its muddy work, 
and most all fishermen use either 
hip high ruber boots or waist high 
waders. 


The night weather Is chilly and 


the water is cold, and everybody 


bundled up with clothes equal 


to winter time. 


The best way to dip the -smelt is 


to wade into the water and dip, 
and if you are alone, you must 
wade back to shore to empty your 
catch, thats where all sorts, shapes 
and kinds of utensils are used. 
Some work in pairs, one holding 
the receptable. The Michigan Con- 
servation Department, even desig- 
nates, Ladies Nights, in certain 
areas, open only to women and 
girls of all ages. 


Thousands of fishermen, line the 


streams banks on both sides and 
with their lanterns, flash lights, 
and gas lights it is- a pleasing sight 
to watch them at work. One is 
very lucky if they get away with- 
out falling in the slick, slimy, mud 
and when one goes down a general 


yeU. of, help, foet out from the 
sympathizing onlookers. The smelt 
fish are not native to the Great 
Lakes, having been transplanted1 


from the state of Maine at.the turn 
of the century. They are distinct 
relatives of trout, lake chubs, lake 
herring and whitefish. They move 
in from the lakes only when the 
temperature of the water in the 
creeks and rivers is higher than 
the lake water, and they go up 
stream to spawn in shallow water. 
The length of the smelt run is 
usually two weeks, after the full 
run is in.

EDITOR'S NOTE: Albert Ein- 


stein was a great scientist with 
a social conscience. Here is the 
second of a series of three stories 
pointing up what he thought 
about fascism, the atom bomb 
and congressional investigations. 


By FRANCES LEWEVE 


PRINCETON, X. J. IR— Albert 
iinstein said he was compelled by 
"passionate sense of social jus- 


ice and social responsibility" to 
ake stands on issues far removed 
rom the problems of theoretical 
jhysics and mathematics. 


Einstein, who died Monday, 


made political statements that 
,-ere widely disputed. Many were 
misunderstood. But they all pro- 
vided further clues to the human 
side of this great man. 


Took Courage 


It took courage at times for Ein- 


itein to continue his comments in 
the face of personal attacks by 
hose who opposed him. 
He spoke out against Nazis and 
Tascists, espoused the cause of 
Zionism and world government, re- 
belled against attacks on civil 
iberties and urged commutation 
of the death sentence for atomic 
spies Ethel and Julius Rosenberg. 


Einstein, born in Germany, had 


been a citizen of three countries. 
In his youth, he let his German 
citizenship lapse while he was in 
Italy with his family. As a uni- 
,-ersity student, he acquired Swiss 
citizenship and later, he became 
a naturalized citizen of the United 
States. 


G e r m a n y conferred honorary 


citizenship on its famous son when 
Einstein was appointed a profes- 
sor at the Prussian Academy of 
Science in Berlin in 1914. But, with 
his usual concern over politics, 
Einstein waited until Germany be- 
came a republic in 1919 before he 
accepted the honor. 


Opposed Hitler 


When the Nazis came to power, 


Einstein stood up against the per- 
secution of his fellow Jews and 
later renounced his German citi- 
zenship. He said he would not set 
foot in Germany while Hitlerism 
prevailed. 


For his outspoken attacks on the 


Nazis, Einstein was declared "an 


enemy of the state." He became a 
voluntary exile from Germany, 
which only a few years earlier had 
declared a national holiday to cele- 
brate his 50th birthday in 1929. 


On Oct. 9, 1953, Einstein sailed 


in secrecy from London because 
of threats on his life by the Nazis. 


He came to the Institute for Ad- 


vanced Study in Princeton, which 
was just being opened officially as 
a center where scientists, scholars 
and the, pupils might work to 
push beyond the present limits of 
human knowledge. 


Until the rise of the Nazis, Bin 


stein had been an ardent pacifist. 


"War," he said, "seems to me 


a mean, 
contemptible thing. 
I 


would rather be hacked to pieces 
than take part in such an abom 
inable business." 


War "Justifiable" 


But in 1939, he issued a state- 


ment declaring that as an "active 
pacifist" he now believed war just- 
ifiable against "war-making brig- 
ands." 


"Since the arrival of the fascist 


danger, I, for the present, no long- 
er believe in the effectiveness of 
the absolute passive pacifism." 


Einstein was one of those instru- 


mental in getting President Roose- 
velt to go ahead with the Manhat- 
tan District Project for the devel- 
opment of the atom bomb. 


Although it was Einstein's theo- 


ries that paved the* way for the 
release of atomic energy, Einstein 
did not work on the actual devel- 
opment of the A-bomb and insisted 
later: 


"I do not consider myself the 


father of the release of atomic 
energy." 


He said he did not foresee that 


it would be released in his time. 
"I believed only that it was theo- 
retically possible." 


He gave credit for the practical 


application of his theory to "the 
accidental discovery of the chain 


reaction by Hahn In Berlin." Hahn, 


self, misinterpreted what he 


discovered, Einstein added, and 
'it was Lise Meitner, who provid- 
ed the correct interpretation and 
escaped from Germany to place 
he information in the hands of 
Danish physicist Niels Bohr, who 
brought it to the United States." 


Einstein, along with many other 


atomic scientists, felt a keen re- 
sponsibility to society for the crea- 
tion of the atom bomb. He was 
sorely troubled by the fact that 
atomic energy had first been used 
for destructive purposes. 


Einstein got into the middle of a 


major controversy in 1953 over the 
methods employed by congression- 
al committees investigating com- 
munism in the United States. 


He 'advised "every intellectual" 


called before such a committee to 
refuse to testify. He said he would 
do the same if called. 


It was all tangible evidence of 


the achievement of a man who 
once gave as a guiding principle 
to success the formula: 


"If A is success in life, the rule 


might be expressed: A equals X 
plus Y plus'Z. X being work and 
Y play and Z keeping your mouth 
shut."

quarters in Augusta, Ga., White 
House Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty said: 


"The only comment I have is 


that Zhukov is saying nothing that 
we haven't said many times." 


Zhukov's letter was in response 


to an invitation by the Overseas 
Press Club. A number of world 
leaders were invited to answer the 
question "Do you believe that all 
existing controversies can be set- 
tled by peaceful methods and, if 
so, what means do you advocate 
to that end?" 


Two Reply 


Zhukov and Generalissimo Chi- 


ang Kai-shek of Nationalist China 
were the only ones to reply. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Britain's former 
prime minister, Sir W i n s t o n 
Churchill, and his successor, Sir 
Anthony Eden, were among those 
to whom the question was address- 
ed.

Even if the President 
does make such a statement, it 
will be nip and tuck." 


Republican House Leader Mar- 


tin of Massachusetts said the Pres- 
ident had made it clear earlier 
that he is for no more than a 7.8 
per cent raise "and he's standing 
by it." 


"F msatisfied the ? 2 per cent 


increase will be vetoed if It is 
passed," 
Martin 
declared, and 


adde dthere was "no question" but 
that the House would sustain a 
veto. 


Whatever action the house takes, 


the pay legislation \vil! .have to go 
to a Senate - Hon^e conference 
and some compromise worked out. 
The postal unions are looking to 
the conference to settle on the Sen- 
ate's 10 per cent figure, which 
would cost an estimated 220 mil- 
lion dollars a year. Cost of the 7.6 
per cent raise is put at 150 
millions.

House Kills 
City Aid Plan 


Mendota Representative 
Asks Sales Tax Sharing 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. W — The 


;irst major city aid proposal con- 
sidered by an Illinois legislative 
group, a bill to cut cities in on 
state sales tax receipts, has been 
stopped in its tracks. 


The bill mustered only eight fa- 


vorable votes after a hearing by 
the House Revenue Committee 
Tuesday. Thirteen members voted 
against it, and three straddled by 
answering "present." 


Rep. Joe Stremlau (D-Mendota), 


Us chief sponsor, said the Legis- 
lature, repeatedly placed new bur- 
dens on city finances without add- 
ing significantly to their revenue 
powers, and that many are "going 
in the red, going broke."

State Issues 
New Report 
On the Aged 


SPRINGFIELD — (Special) — 


Governor William G. Stratton has 
received a report from Dr. Otto 
L. Bettag, director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Welfare, that 
the publication of Part n of a 
research study on "The Aged and 
Aging in Illinois" covering the 
phase "The Mentally Deficient" 
has been released. 


The number of the mentally de- 


ficient . in state institutions is in- 
creasing three times as fast as 
the general population of Illinois, 
according to this study covering 
the period from 1921 through 1954. 


At one of the state schools for 


the mentally deficient, the resident 
population increased during the 
years 1923 to 1954 almost 10 times 
that ~t- the general population of 
the state during the same period, 
which increased only 35 per cent. 


Although the state is spending 12 


million dollars each year for the 
care, treatment and training of 
the mentally deficient, this study 
reveals that an appreciable in- 
crease in cost is to be expected. 
The increase in operating costs 
'will result from the increased life 
expectancy. Unless new medical 
discoveries can reverse 'the in- 
creasing population trend in insti- 
tutions for the mentally deficient, 
costs will mount simply because 
of increased numbers. 


The study also predicts a com- 


plicating and costly problem in 
providing the additional care re- 
quired for persons of advancing 
years in the institutions for the 
mentally deficient.

Probe Does Not Clear 
Sen. McCarthy: Watkins 
Wisconsinite Says It 
Shows Group Dishonest 


By ED CRKAGI1 


WASHINGTON U» — Sen. Wat- 


kins (R-Utah) said today a Jl,- 
056.75 tax refund check produced 
by Sen. McCarthy in no way 
clears the Wisconsin Republican of 
improper conduct charges voted 
by the Senate. 


McCarthy showed the check at 


two news conferences Tuesday. 
He said it proves Ms financial af- 
fairs have been in apple pie order 
—and that the Watkins Committee 
and an earlier Senate group were 
"completely dishonest" in investi- 
gating him. 


"Owe An Apology" 


The Wisconsin senator said the 


Watkins Committee and an elec- 


tions subcommittee which raised 
questions about his financial af- 
fairs in 1951-52 "owe an apology, 
not to me but to the American 
people." 


Watkins, chairman of a special 


committee that recommended cen- 
sure of McCarthy last year, com- 
mented in a 'hand-written state- 
ment to a reporter: 


"The Senate has condemned Mc- 


Carthy for misconduct toward two 
>f its committees and the Senate 
tself.

"He has not been purged of con- 


empt. 


"No apologies are in order from 


the Senate committees or the Sen- 
ate.

first by former Sen Gillette (D- 
Io\va) and later by Sen. Hennmgs 
(D-Mo). 


"Closed Chapter" 


Gillette said most of the inquiry 


into McCarthy's tax affairs came 
after he left the subcommittee, 
and he added, "it is a closed chap- 
ter as far as I am concerned." 
Hennmgs was out of the city and 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 


McCarthy said the Internal Rev- 


enue Service sent him the $1,056.75 
refund after combing over his fi- 
nancial records In an investiga- 
tion startede under the Truman ad- 
ministration. 


He said this "full field investi- 


gation" showed he had r e p o r t ed 
all his income correctly but was 
entitled to a refund since he had- 


n't claimed all the deductions he 
was entitled to. 


Kills A Story 


McCarthy said the decision com- 


pletely kills a story, which he at- 
tributed to the Watkins and Gil- 
lette - Hennings hearings, 
that 


"something is wrong with McCar- 
thy's finances." 


McCarthy turned down ^ various 


invitations from the Gillette-H Di- 
ning* subcommittee to discuss nil 
financial affairs. He also hurieu a 
nmber of accusations at the com- 
mittee, calling it dishonest and po- 
litically motivated. 


On these grounds, the Watkins 


Committee recommended last >ear 
that he be censured for contempt. 
Acting on this recommendation, 
the Senate voted condemnation of 
McCarthy's conduct. It also con 
demned his attacks on the Wat- 
kins committee, which he labeled 
"the unwitting handmaiden of the 
Communist party." 


The Watkins group didn't go into 


the truth or falsity of the income 
tax and other charges aired in the 
earlier investigation. It merely 
ruled that McCarthy obstructed 
the processes of the Senate bj 
failing to cooperate

"Leaked" To Times 


Yet, British approval could not 


have been a factor in determining 
wnen the papeis should be re- 
leased, and for this reason. They 
were "leaked1 to the New Yoik 
Times that same day, March 15 
The British didn t give an okay 
until March 16. 


Right after his March 15 news 


conference Dulles met with Carl 
W McCaidle his assistant secre- 
tary for puolic aifaiis, and James 
B. Reston. the Washington Corres- 
pondent of the New Yoik Times. 
McCardle took Reston to Dulles 


And, Dulles' statement explained 


Reston urged publication of the 
pacers and promised the Times 
would publish them in full. Then 
Dulles' statement said this 


McCardle and Reston left his of- 


fice 
That night McCardle gave 


Reston the papers without telling 
other newsmen who — after being 
told by Suydam the papers in- 
volved national security and by 
Dulles that they would be released 
some day — had been left in the 
belief publication of the papers was 
some time away. 


>"o Blame 


Dulles put no blame on McCar- 


dle He said McCardle had a right 
to give out the papers This didn t 
satisfy Sen. Morse (D-Ore). He 
said Dulles acted in "collusion" 
with McCardle and the New York 
Times 


Since there is no indication of a 


further Senate investigation, that 
seems to end one of the worst pub- 
lic relations messes of the State 
Department in recent years.

PASADENA M — Smog is the 


greatest single cause of lung can- 
cer, sajs a top reseaich scientist 
in the field of air pollution and 
its relation to public health. 


"Atmospheric pollution holds the 


answer to lung cancer more than 
any other single agent," Dr Paul 
Kotin, tnrversity of Southern Cali- 
fornia pathologist, told the Nation- 
al Air Pollution Svmposium Tues- 
day. 


His connecting smog with lung 


cancer climaxes more than four 
\ears of experiments with thous- 
ands of animals under a U. S Pub- 
lic Health Sen ice grant 


The scientist said the study 


showed that smog "has a pio- 
longed accumulative effect" as a 
tumor mducer. 


"We have no concept of the dos- 


age of smog requned " he added 
"But I feel that the amount en- 
countered dunr.g an oidmary siege 
m many cities may bf too much "
